Yobs target shops in 
wave of vandalism 


YOBS have gone on a 
window smashing spree — 
and a doctors’ surgery 
was again targeted. 

Youths threw bricks through 
the windows of three shops in 
High Street, Haverhill, between 
6.45 and 7.45pm on Saturday. 

Superdrug and fashion stores 
New Look and Bon Marche had 
several windows smashed. 
Another business in High 
Street was also hit. 

Clements doctors’ surgery in 
Norton Road was targeted for 
the second time this month. 

Meanwhile, on November 4, 
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four windows were smashed at 
the GP practice and Saturday 
night saw youths using spray 
paint on the building. 


A police spokeswoman said: 
“There have been additional 
incidents of criminal damage 
in Shepherds Court, the High 
Street and Norton Road areas of 
Haverhill. 


“In Shepherds Court an un- 
known person has smashed the 
lower double glazed pane ina 


rear door. In High Street large 
pieces of flint rock from a wall 
adjacent to business premises 
have been thrown at windows 
causing damage. 

“In Norton Road the Clem- 
ents doctors surgery had a glass 
brick in its wall broken by 
unknown means. 

“Offenders have also used 
gold paint to spray the letters 
‘DX’ on to another glass brick 
and red paint to spray the 
letters ‘SK’ onto the normal 
brick wall of the surgery.” 

Police conducted a door-to- 
door inquiry into the damage 
and are also making an appeal 


for information about the 
damaging spree. 

The police spokeswoman 
added: “Have you seen or heard 
anything unusual or suspicious 
in any of these areas? 


“Do you know who may have 
been responsible for these 
crimes? 

“Do you know who DX or SK 
may be?”

FURIOUS parents have hit 
out at headteachers who 
branded their campaign 
for a secondary school 
“divisive”. 

The town’s education chiefs 
slated the call for a secondary 
school in Clare, as the consult- 
ation begins over sweeping 
changes to Suffolk’s education 
system. 

Governors, headteachers and 
the county council want to 
create two primary/secondary 
school federations for the 
Haverhill area. Chalkstone, 
Castle Hill and Parkway Middle 
Schools would close, along with 
Clare Middle School, under the 
proposals. 

A joint-letter to the Weekly 
News from Haverhill-based 
headteachers and governors 
said: “We understand the wishes 
of some people in Clare for a 
separate secondary school, but 
we believe this would be a 
divisive step which would have a 
detrimental effect on the young 
people of the area by making it 
more difficult to deploy 
available resources effectively.” 

The letter is signed by Made- 
leine Vigar, headteacher, and 
Alan Pearson, chairman of 
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governors, from Castle Manor 
Business and Enterprise College 
and Howard Lay, headteacher, 
and Bob Shepstone, chairman of 
governors, from Samuel Ward 
Arts and Technology College. 


But some teachers and 
headteachers have told the 
Weekly News they have been 
gagged by the council and the 
views expressed in the letter are 
“far from unanimous”. 


Phil and Jan Stanbury-Jones, 
of Snow Hill, Clare, who have 
two children at Clare Middle 
School, said: “We were dismayed 
to read the article last week from 
Haverhill headteachers and 
governors, branding the prop- 
osal of a secondary school in 
Clare a ‘divisive step’. 


“For the residents of Clare 
and surrounding villages, 
denying Clare its own secondary 
school and forcing hundreds of 
rural children out of their 
communities into large schools 
in Haverhill would truly, to use 
the Haverhill-based group’s own 
words, ‘have a detrimental effect 
on young people of the area’.

“The Haverhill headteachers 
and governors appear to have 
failed to look at, and understand, 
the impact to Clare and the rural 
communities in backing Suffolk 
County Council’s Option 1. 


“A secondary school in Clare 
will allow local people to 
continue to be involved in the 
life of the school children, 
encouraging social respon- 
sibility and mutual respect 
across the ages. 


“Clare middle school accom- 
modates the important local 
youth club and holds the 
potential to deliver extra 
facilities and services for the 
community. 


“Without a secondary school 
in Clare it will be near 
impossible for many rural 
children to access extra- 
curricular activities outside 
school hours. 


“Rather than being ‘divisive’, 
supporting the option for 
secondary education in Clare is 
supporting an option to provide 
the best opportunity for 
excellent education for both the 
children of Haverhill and Clare 
and the surrounding villages.” 


The consultation runs until

Spring, pictured, has called for 
an inquiry to prevent hundreds 
of people dying in Suffolk 
because of the cold this winter. 

In the year 2005/06 350 more 
people died during the winter 
months than in the summer or 
autumn, up from 270 in 2003-04

dreadful for elderly people, who 
are the most vulnerable.

He said: “None of the deaths 
occurred as a result of a winter 
influenza epidemic, which has 
not taken place for many years. I 
would like an explanation as to 
how these deaths have risen to 
such a level in our county.

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Create a Stylish Christmas tree 


CHRISTMAS is the time 
of year when we want 
our home to look magical 
with a beautiful tree as 
the focal point, but all too 
often the seasonal 
gremlins spoil our plans.

LESS CLUTTER... 


These come in many guises 
from wobbly, funny-shaped 
trees to flickering or dud lights 
and a not-so-dazzling array of 
baubles that family sentiment 
demands should all be hung. 

So instead of a glittering, 
sparkling sanctuary — like those 
enviable rooms in the glossy 
magazines — the whole effect 
can be nearer to a garish grotto. 

But if a stylishly-decorated 
home has always been on your 
wish list be reassured. You 
don’t need magic to make that 
dream come true. 

Geraldine James of 
Selfridges reveals her secrets to 
help you create a stellar display. 

According to Geraldine 
James, buying manager for 
Christmas at Selfridges, a 
traditional style is the favourite 
for this season. Geraldine says: 
“Christmas decoration follows 
fashion, like everything else 
nowadays, and over the years 
we've seen all sorts of trends 
from ultra-trendy black trees, 
through to fluorescent pink 
ones. 


“There’s lots of red and gold, 
wooden ornaments and also 
tiny hanging replicas of 
woodland creatures like 
squirrels and birds,” says 
Geraldine. “Even tinsel and 
silver strands hanging from 
branches are both enjoying a 
revival.” 

Interior designer Cecilia Neal 
offers her designer tips for 
decorating the tree: 


@ TREE CHOICE: If it’s a real 
tree choose one slightly taller 
than you need, so that if the top 
is spindly you can cut it down. 
Its tip will be hidden by the star 
or angel. Test fairy lights and 
always put them on first before 
adding other decorations. 


@ DON’T OVERDO IT: She 
advises: “Don’t feel you have to 
put on every decoration that 
you possess. Choose a selection 
that suits the style you’re 
creating. “Using too many will 
conceal the shape and colour of 
the tree. Instead use different 
sizes of baubles in the same 
colour to give interest.” 


@ COLOUR IS KEY: Echo one of 
the two key colours in your 
scheme in ribbon, paper and 
felt. Wind coloured ribbon 
around the tree’s trunk, then 
cut lengths of ribbon of around 
9inches in length and tie into 
bows for the branches. Use the 
same colour crepe paper or felt 
and wrap around the tree’s 
base, and finish with a large 
coloured ‘mat’ of felt on which 
you stand the tree, and display 
presents. 


mM BALANCING ACT: Use 
larger ornaments at the bottom 
of the tree, graduating to 
smaller ones at the top. Also, 
use heavier ornaments on the 
thicker branches and place 
them further back on the stems, 
nearer the trunk. 


m@ BEYOND BAUBLES: Cecilia 
says: “After you’ve arranged 
ornaments add a few clip on 
decorations or small treasures 
into the dark spaces between 
branches. Finally, drape 
garlands or beaded chains over 
branches.”

The new Seat Altea Freetrack is 
not a fully fledged off-roader 
designed to eat the Sahara but it 
will cope with icy slushy roads, 
greasy farm tracks, shallow rivers 
and that slimy meadow at the 
point-to-point or gymkhana.

Motorists 
are fed up, 
Says poll 


BRITISH motorists 
are consumed with 
misery, says a new 


report. 

An overwhelming 98 per 
cent admitted there is 
something that drives them 
mad about being a motorist 
in the UK, according to 
research from Barclays 
Personal Loans. 

With rising fuel prices 
pushing petrol and diesel to 
over one pound a litre, top 
of the misery list is the 
cost of fuel with over a 
quarter of motorists citing 
it as their main complaint 
about motoring. This result 
is reflected across the 
country, peaking with more 
than a third of drivers 
citing it as their main 
motoring moan in Wales. 
However, Londoners are 
unconcerned about fuel 
prices, preferring to 
complain about the traffic 
jams, parking restrictions, 
roadworks, motoring fines 
and charges that make for a 
hellish driving experience 
in the capital. 

Gary Duggan, managing 
director for Barclays 
Personal Loans, said: “With 
petrol and diesel above £1 
in most places, it is perhaps 
surprising that three 
quarters of motorists can 
find some other aspect of 
driving that drives them 
more mad than fuel prices — 
however, Londoners are 
obviously the least happy 
finding five other things 
that irritate them more. 

“Although we can’t do 
anything about the cost of

Third and fourth in the 
list are traffic jams and the 
poor quality of roads, 
surprisingly leaving road 
tax, speed limits, insurance 
costs and motoring fines 
much further down the list 
of complaints.
